We find poor Locke forced to extinguish the hottest 


[sexual \encounter he's ever going to see in his lifetime; 


this time Santini Air needs him right away. He listens to 
Gower's story; needs more facts. But it's his futy| to stop\ 
such arms smuggling and he orders Mike, St.John, and Gower 
to get ready for the mission. Jo will have to pilot a 
regular Santini flight as a (decoy! for Gower (who is always 
tailed). That night, using the code names to poke around a 
little at the Company, Locke comes up with two things. One 
is a fist of name} connected with the 25-year secret cloning 
experiment. Some of these guys are prominent in the 
"Company"; this is something he cannot expose; Locke's a 
company man. Second is a gixi, \BONNY-LANE\ CAMDEN, who has 
been underground for three years, spying on Motor, but 

never knowing why. Now, to her amazement, she finds out. 
She volunteers to help Locke by (infiltrating |the arms- 
dealing ring of the cruel LE BOURGET, which she has already 
done successfully.

Airwolf goes radar- 
invisible just in time, and its computers analyze the 
munitions being carted about... they are massive! Rocket 
launchers, cannon, even a helicopter. The computer's voice 


analysis find's no sign of foreigners; in fact, this stufé 


is going to the |American Nazi Party. 


It's time to let Bonny-Lane infiltrate the operation, 


under her prior cover as "Gretna Green", with a plan for 
knocking out the operation. They fly out of range to let 


her down, but St.John feels this is wrong, she should not 


go, it's too dangerous. Argument ensues and he's out-voted. 


As Bonny-Lane leaves she pauses a moment for St. John: "I 


(ove youl St. John cannot speak in kind. She disembarks 
with a comment about how like hid brother(he is. 


Following Bonny-Lane into the bivouac, we see what = 


these guys are like. The Nazi's seem like harmless 
fanatics, but think again. Le Bourget is ruthless, cruel, 
and tranquil. Motor is wrapped up in himself and his 
ambition like a hyper, greedy kid, capable of anything. 
From up in the silent Airwolf, St.John can observe the two 
of them with Bonny-Lane on an infrared zoomed-in video 
monitor. He sees Le Bourget gesture an order to Motor. 
Without the slightest hesitation, Motor draws a gun and 
shoots Bonny-Lane dead. St. John can only watch helplessly 
as she crumples to the ground. But his blood boils and his 
hands grasp instinctively at the machine-gun controls.
